PREFACE 

This  report  is  prepared  annually  to  meet  requests  from  cooperatives,  other  supply 
firms,  land-grant  universities,  and  other  agencies  for  information  on  farm  pro- 
duction expenditures  for  supplies  and  equipment.   Many  find  the  data  useful  in 
conducting  market  research  and  in  determining  trends  in  expenditures  on  a  State 
and  regional  basis. 

Table  1  contains  total  cash  expenditures  for  farm  production  supplies  and  equip- 
ment for  the  United  States.   Table  2  contains  the  same  information  on  a  State  basis. 
Appendix  table  1  contains  total  cash  expenditures  for  all  non-supplies  and  equipment 
for  the  United  States. 

These  tables  were  compiled  by  Farmer  Cooperative  Service  from  basic  data  on  pro- 
duction expenditures  of  farm  operators  developed  by  the  Farm  Income  Branch,  Economic 
and  Statistical  Analysis  Division,  Economic  Research  Service,  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture.   Such  expenditures  were  presented  in  preliminary  form  in  the  July, 
1970  issue  of  the  Farm  Income  Situation,  FIS-216.   Revised  figures  will  be  published 
in  the  corresponding  issue  in  1971.   These  data  do  not  include  farm  family  living; 
expenditures ,  thus  60  percent  of  farm  automobile  expenses,  22  percent  of  farm 
truck  expenses,  100  percent  of  farm  home  heating  fuels,  and  100  percent  of  other 
farm  home  supplies  and  equipment  were  excluded. 

In  preparing  estimates  of  cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies  and  equipment 
from  these  data,  we  excluded  estimates  of  amounts  spent  for  non-supply  items  (such 
as  livestock,  taxes,  interest,  hired  farm  labor,  repair  labor  and  various  other 
services)  used  in  farm  production.   The  basis  for  excluding  specified  items  is  in- 
cluded in  the  footnotes  to  Table  1. 

Although  estimates  for  some  items  were  made  from  limited  data,  these  were  based 
on  the  best  information  currently  available.   The  data  for  each  State  are  subject 
to  greater  error  than  the  U.  S.  totals.   Estimates  for  some  items  may  be  revised 
later  on  the  basis  of  more  current  information  obtained  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census  and  special  surveys  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture.

Note;   Cash  expenditures  by  farmers  for  nonsupply  items  were  $  17 ,  978  million  in 
1969.   (See  appendix  table  1.)   Thus,  total  cash  expenditures  for  both  supply  and 
nonsupply  items  by  U.S.  farm  operators  for  production  purposes  totaled  $37  ,  920 
million  in  1969.   If  "depreciation"  rather  than  "cash  expenditures"  for  capital 
items  is  used  in  computing  net  income  of  farm  operators,  "production  expenditures," 
plus  other  minor  changes,  total  $  38,444  million  in  1969. 

Cash  expenditures  for  production  supplies  and  equipment  accounted  for  51.9  percent 
of  total  cash  expenditures  for  all  production  items  (including  supply  and  nonsupply 
items)  in  1969. 

Cash  receipts  from  farming  totaled  $  47 , 229  million  in  1969.   Cash  expenditures  for 
production  supplies  and  equipment,  therefore,  were  equivalent  to  42.2  percent  of 
cash  farm  receipts. 

Total  cash  expenditures  for  all  farm  production  items,  including  supply  and 
nonsupply  items,  accounted  for  80.3  percent  of  cash  receipts  from  farming  in  1969.

1/   Includes  feed  grains,  hay  and  roughage,  and  pasture  purchased  by  one  farmer 
from  another  farmer  estimated  at  perhaps  10  percent  of  the  total.   Excludes  feed 
charged  to  farmers  at  stockyardsc   Definition  of  feed  expenditures  in  1964  by 
Census  Bureau  on  which  these  were  based:   "Expenditures  on  feed  purchased  for 
livestock  and  poultry  were  to  include  expenditures  for  grain,  hay  (and  other 
roughage)  millfeeds,  salt,  condiments,  concentrates,  and  mineral  supplements. 
The  estimated  cost  of  items  furnished  by  a  landlord,  contractor,  or  other  owner 
for  feeding  poultry  and  livestock  kept  on  the  farm  was  also  to  be  included. 
Payments  made  by  tenant  to  his  landlord  for  feed  grown  on  the  tenant  farm  were  to 
be  excluded."
